AUDIT 


We have audited the accompanying general purpose financial 
statements of the Town of New Ipswich as of and for the year ended 
December 31, 1997 as listed in the table of contents. These 
general purpose financial statements are the responsibility of the 
Town’s management. Our responsibility is to express an opinion on 
these general purpose financial statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted 
auditing standards. Those standards require that we plan and 
perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the 
financial statements are free of material misstatement. An audit 
includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the 
amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit also 
includes assessing the accounting principles used and significant 
estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall 
financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit 
provides a reasonable basis for our opinion. 


The general purpose financial statements referred to above do not 
include the general fixed assets account group which should be 
included in order to conform with generally accepted accounting 
principles. As is the case with most municipal entities in the 
State of New Hampshire, the Town of New Ipswich has not maintained 
historical cost records of its fixed assets. The amount that 
should be recorded in the general fixed assets account group is not 
known. 


In our opinion, except for the effect on the financial statements 
of the omission described in the preceding paragraph, the general 
purpose financial statements referred to above present fairly, in 
all material respects, the financial position of the Town of New 
Ipswich, as of December 31, 1997, and the results of its operations 
and the cash flows of its nonexpendable trust funds for the year 
then ended in conformity with generally accepted accounting 
principles. 


Our audit was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on the 
general purpose financial statements of the Town of New Ipswich 
taken as a whole. The combining and individual fund financial 
Statements listed as scheduled in the table of contents are 


presented for purposes of additional analysis and are not a 
required part of the general purpose financial statements of the 
Town of New Ipswich. Such information has been subjected to the 
auditing procedures applied in the audit of the general purpose 
financial statements and, in our opinion, is fairly presented in 
all material respects in rélation to the general purpose financial 
statements taken as a whole.

TAX COLLECTOR 
WOW!! WHAT A YEAR!! 1998 was another very exciting year in the 
Tax Department . First and foremost, taxes went down again. The 
total decrease over the past three years amounts to $3.55 per 
thousand. That has not ever happened in the history of the town. 
That alone is enough to get excited about, but there is more. 


Secondly, and for the second year in a row, the Town did not have 
to borrow $1,000,000 to "hold it over" to the next tax period 
because OVERDUE taxes were collected in a more timely fashion, 
thereby saving an estimated $35,000 to $40,000 in unnecessary short 
term interest charges.

It even includes 
handicapped access facilities. Most importantly, it all came in 
UNDER BUDGET, which was a little more than two year’s rent at our 
other location. All made possible by the men and women volunteers 
who showed up night after night with lots of enthusiasm, ready to 
cut, hammer, sweep, paint or do any other job that needed to be 
done. They saved the town many, many tax dollars’ and

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BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


Nineteen ninety-eight was a year that clearly defined the spirit of 
our community in many ways. In several important areas people 
stepped forward to play key roles in making New Ipswich a better 
place. It will be impossible to mention every activity and person 
that contributed in this brief report, but certainly some examples 
highlight the past year. 


The removal of the store in Highbridge began with an idea from 
Dixie Rhoads and Steve Riggs that saw the equipment and skills of 
people from Hutter Construction, trucking from Tuttle’s, and many 
individual volunteers that ended with several brave souls clinging 
to a hillside to put down a mesh to prevent erosion and plant 
grass. The end result is a better view of the stone bridge that is 
an engineering landmark, and quite beautiful. 


We also saw the Town vote to keep the former Seppala and Aho 
property for Town use, after a study by a volunteer committee that 
lead to articles on the 1998 warrant being approved by an 
incredible margin. After you, the public, had spoken, some members 
of this same committee, along with a long list of volunteers, 
provided labor and materials that allowed us to have a municipal 
office that we can be proud of, and at a minimal cost. Although 
there were many that gave of their talents and provided materials, 
mention should be given to committee chairman Don Wright and to Ron 
Stanley who spent many evenings in the building for many months. As 
the office building reached completion, we are continuing to move 
Cautiously toward optimizing the use of the remaining buildings. In 
the 1999 warrant we are again asking for some small additional 
Support to continue the project. 


These two projects were large and certainly caught considerable 
public attention, but we cannot forget that others were also busy 
bettering our community. Groups such as the Parks and Recreation 
Committee, Souhegan Ambulance, Fire Department and others too 
numerous to mention, worked hard to provide programs and services 
that benefit many. When this is coupled with those that volunteer 
in church groups, schools, youth sports programs, area hospitals 
and in just helping a neighbor, New Ipswich in truly a community 
that has many caring people. 





Nineteen ninety-eight also saw the passing of Hazel Moore, to whom 
this report is dedicated. She was a key member of the Historical 
Society in the 1930s and also served for many years as an elected 
official. Hazel was a key organizer of the Town’s bi-centennial in 
1950 and honorary chairman of the present committee working on our 
250% celebration. We will miss Hazel’s charm, wit and her keen 
recollections of the past. 


Looking ahead to 1999, and the immediate years following, we will 
continue to work toward closing the landfill. This will lead to 
changes for all of us, and will be the biggest single capital 
outlay the Town has ever done. Fortunately we are continuing to put 
money away now to soften the effect later. Our sincere thanks to 
the Landfill Closure Committee for their efforts. 


The most important function of local government is to provide 
services to its citizens. On the 1999 warrant there is an article 
that provides funding to study public safety services, using 
skilled professionals to perform the work. The purpose of this 
study is to bring in new ideas on how we can better serve you and 
reduce duplicity and waste. We ask for your support on this article 
and all those that are supported by the Selectmen. 


You will also find articles that are not supported by the 
Selectmen, but we did place them on the warrant. These usually 
originate from other boards or elected officials and they are there 
to give you an opportunity to make the final judgement on their 
merits. 


We thank our Town Office staff, department heads, other board 
members and officials, and you, the public, for your support, 
patience and understanding during the past year. We also look 
forward to all of us working together in 1999, and beyond, to make 
New Ipswich even better.

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BOARD OF ASSESSORS 


During 1999 this Board was faced with several new challenges. 
Changes to the timber tax law, new laws on taxing of gravel pits, 
as well as researching companies to do the much needed revaluation 
of the town proved to be, among the biggest tasks that we faced. 


Gravel Taxation. A public hearing was held in March to inform 
gravel pit owners of the effects of the new law. This new law 
instituted an Excavation Activity Tax now assessed on the pit area, 
replacing the property tax. Jim Coffey was assigned the task of 
viewing each gravel pit and measuring and taking pictures to 
assure an accurate representation of each property. The gravel 
pits were assessed for one-half the value for 1998 that the new law 
requires in order to give owners a chance to close depleted or 
marginal pits. Full value will be taxed in 1999 to bring us into 
compliance with the new law. Also, included on the new law is an 
annual $100 fee to the state and a two-cent per yard tax to the 
town. We found that many small pit owners were not pleased with 
this new tax, and neither were we. 


Timber or Yield Tax. Changes in the timber tax law, effective 
August 7, 1998, state that owners owing property taxes or previous 
timber taxes are required to post a bond, or other security 
acceptable to the town, thus guaranteeing payment of the yield 
taxes due from the operation described in the Notice of Intent to 
Cut Wood. Another change in the Timber Tax laws is the exemption of 
the area used within a house lot for siting a home, driveway and 
other items necessary to complete a home. Should you have any 
specific questions please contact the Town Office and we will 
endeavor to get you an answer as quickly as possible. 


Revaluation. The Board has chosen Avitar Associates of Chichester, 
New Hampshire to perform the revaluation of the town. This 
process will commence in January of 1999 and be completed with the 
tax billing in November 2000. Most of the initial work will not be 
visible to the public but will be in preparation for the assessment 
of each property. We ask for your cooperation in this project so 
that we can be as fair and equitable as possible to each property 
owner. All employees collecting data will be certified appraisers, 
not season college student employees as we experienced ten years 
ago. We look forward to working with you and these professionals 
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in bringing about a fair market value for each property. At the 
conclusion of this process a book showing all property assessments 
will be published and meetings with the appraisers will be 
scheduled to allow property owners to ask questions and settle any 
differences that may arise. 


During 1998 the overall assessment for New Ipswich increased due 
mainly to seventeen new homes being constructed. Looking ahead to 
the future, we will need to reconstruct out tax maps from scratch 
due to numerous errors and the absence of critical data, especially 
accurate dimensional data. Future tax maps will also allow 
integration directly into the assessing database which will reduce 
error and redundancy of input. The Board met with a representative 
of Cartographic Associates, the largest digital tax mapper in New 
Hampshire to discuss the possibility of creating new state-of-the- 
art maps. This would entail a two-year project which ideally 
should begin during the final phases of the revaluation in 2000. 


The move into our new facilities at 661 Turnpike Road on November 
tee LIDS really has been a significant improvement in working 
conditions, and we thank the many volunteers who gave a great 
effort to see the project to completion. We also wish to thank our 
secretary, Joanne Meshna, and the rest of the Town Office staff for 
their support, and you the citizens for your patience and 
understanding.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT 


First of all I would like to thank all the employees of * my 
department who always give their best effort to their job as police 
officers. I could never make it without them and want them to know 
I greatly appreciate all they do for me and the department. I 
would also like to thank the area police departments and town 
departments for their continued help and support. 


1998 was a busy year with changes and activities along with the 
continued increase in our everyday duties. During the summer our 
2™4 Annual Helmet Program was a great success. We received new 
ideas and suggestions provided by Brenda Salmonson of the 
Recreation Department which the program benefitted from. This year 
the program was a joint effort between the Police and Recreation 
Departments. We registered 82 helmets and bicycles. The program 
ran for 18 weeks resulting in a total of 249 bicyclists spotted 
during this time wearing their helmets. We’d like to thank all the 
kids who participated and commend them for making safety a priority 
in their life! 


Our 4** Annual Toy Drive was again a huge success. Thanks to all 
who contributed to this endeavor by means of toys and monetary 
donations. I would like to especially thank the town businesses 
who continue to support this event with their monetary donation. 
Along with other donations received, we raised $2,566.00 which 
allowed us to provide 32 families/92 children with a joyous and 
exciting Christmas. This event is a very rewarding one to all who 
participate and we could never do it without all who help us. 
Thank you very much; you certainly known the true meaning of 
Christmas. 


In June the town experienced four bombings that occurred at four 
different locations. Three of the bombings occurred within a 24- 
hour period. This was a costly investigation which was not 
budgeted for. This was a joint investigation with the State Police 
Bomb Squad and the State Fire Marshall’s Office. The investigation 
quickly culminated in the arrest of ten defendants resulting in 74 
felony complaints. 


In August, the COPS Grant which allowed us to have a fifth full 
time officer expired. The vote to maintain the expense of this 
position by the town at last year’s town meeting was voted against 
after the expiration therefore resulting in our department being 
decreased by twenty percent. This twenty percent decrease has 
resulted in less resources being available to the department which 
are needed for increased case loads and juvenile problems. Our 
goal is to always provide the best service to you, the townspeople, 
and hope you feel we do. We thank you for your continued support 
of our department and please keep in mind that even though our 
budget which is approved by you has not always been the budget we 
submit to the Finance Committee and Board of Selectmen for 
approval. 


In December, we received Officer Kris Thibault’s resignation from 
this department. He accepted a full time position with the Wilton 
Police Department. His experience, dedication and contributions to 
this department and town will be greatly missed. 


There has been much discussion of the possibility of our department 
being moved to the town complex middle building. I hope this 
becomes a reality. We have certainly outgrown the building we are 
in now not to mention that we cannot drink the water and the pipes 
freeze in the winter time. 


Again, thank you for all your support. We look forward to the 
challenges and opportunity to serve you in 1999.

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FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


To aid your Forest Fire Warden Fire Department and State Forest 
Ranger, contact your local Warden or Fire Department to find out if 
a permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Violations 
of RSA 227-L:17, the fire permit law and the other burning laws of 
the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of 
up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are also liable for 
all fire suppression costs. 


There are ten Forest Rangers who work for the New Hampshire 
Division of Forests and Lands, Forest Protection Bureau. State 
Forest Rangers are available to assist communities with forest fire 
Suppression, prevention and training programs as well as the 
enforcement of forest fire and timber harvest laws. If you have 
any questions regarding forest fire or timber harvest laws, please 
call our office at 271-2217. 


There are 2400 Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Forest Fire Wardens 
throughout the state. Fach town has a Forest Fire Warden and 
several Deputy Wardens who assist the Forest Rangers with forest 
fire suppression, prevention, and law enforcement. Early in 1998 
we experienced an ice storm, which caused severe damage to forests 
of New Hampshire. This damage created a greater potential fire 
hazard as well as safety hazards to many areas of the state. Your 
local fire warden and Forest Rangers need your assistance in 
preventing wildfires in these hard hit areas and throughout the 
State. If you need assistance or information dealing with ice 
damaged woodlands, please call 1-800-444-8978. 


The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile 
patrols and 3 contract aircraft patrols. This early detection and 
reports from citizens aid in the quick response from local fire 
departments. This is a critical factor in controlling the size of 
wildland fires and keeping the loss of property and suppression 
costs as low as possible.

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


The Department had a very busy year in 1998, as major work done 
included ditching, shimming and chipsealing Thayer, Davis Village, 
Taylor, Lower Ashby, Mason, Whittemore Hill and Cutter Roads. We 
also did some chipseal on sections of Wheeler, Ashlawn Farm and 


Tricnit Roads. Other major improvement work that included 
widening, drainage, and gravel work was done to Lower Pratt, Old 
Country (Country Club section), and Old Tenney Roads. We also 


continued the process of converting main traveled dirt roads to 
hard surface by working on a section of Timbertop Road (from Route 
124 to the junction of Hubbard Pond Road). The work included 
making our own cold mix material and paving with it. We plan on 
top coating with chipseal in 1999. 


The Department is involved with a lot of other duties that include 
culvert work, cleaning roadside brush, patching, cleaning ditches, 
Maintaining dirt roads and many other various jobs in between. 
Then there is the sometimes countless hours spent keeping the roads 
maintained in the winter months. 


Warrant article items that the voters approved were purchased and 
included a hydraulic power broom that is operated with our plow 
truck (it hooks up on the plow frame and rotates as well as power 
angles with the plow controls), and a rake that we set up the same 
way, as it hooks up to the one ton truck on the plow frame and goes 
up and down and angles with the plow controls. They both work 
great and add to the efficiency of the department’s operation. The 
other item was the purchase of a used truck chassis to make into a 
sand and salt truck. This was purchased and we are still working 
on setting the truck up for operation. We are rebuilding a sander 
and modifying it so it will sand in front of the rear wheels to 
give traction in icy conditions. 


The Department intended on including warrant articles in 1999 to 
replace the dump bodies on two dump trucks and to purchase a used 
forklift, but the decision was made to purchase these items in 1998 
as we had money in the budget to do so. 


The main reasons for having enough money in the budget was 


reimbursement from FEMA for the ice storms and because of the mild 
and snowless beginning of winter. 
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1998 ended with the following employees working for the Department : 
Mark Tapply, our mechanic and Assistant Road Agent, Gregg and 
Dennis Eastman, who do anything and everything to be done, and 
recent hire, Richard Drouin. Aaron Stacy left us late in the year 
and also Dana Lawrence had left us and as of this writing 
tragically died. He had been a part of the Highway Department for 
many years and was known by many in the town as he was a lifelong 
resident. 


Part time help, who mainly plow snow for the Department, include 
Walter Sari, Travis Saari, and Hazen Fiske III. Thanks from myself 
to all our employees who are dedicated and hard working. 


The town complex third building (garage) is hopefully going to be 
worked on this year so the department can locate there. iG 
everything goes well and we do move there, it will solve our space 
problems, and enable us to garage the trucks and equipment. 


Thanks to all the town departments for help and support, and to the 
Selectmen and Linda and Joanne at the Town Office. When everyone 
works together, things get done. Thanks to any residents who show 
appreciation for the employee’s work by sending a card, or dropping 
off pastries. It helps to make up for the times when the only 
contact a person has with the department is to complain.

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LANDFILL AND RECYCLING 


No big news for the landfill this year (and that’s usually good), 
as we are keeping the operations going as "Status quo". 


George Leel, Operation Supervisor, along with Dave Packard, are 
very experienced and do a great job to keep operations running 
smoothly and I thank them for their dedication to the town and 
their job. Richard Drouin, an employee of the Highway Department, 
works aS an equipment operator at the landfill, and is doing a 
great job as well. 


The Highway Department made an improvement to the facility by 
installing a cold mix base to the driveway and around the recycling 
building. This will help keep dust down and prevent mud in the 
spring. 


There is still a used clothing operation being run by volunteers, 
some of who spend many hours and days sorting and distributing 
clothes. These clothes are not only used for charities, but also 
are free to anyone who wants to "recycle" their wardrobe. The main 
core of workers include Eva Preedom, Daphne Saari and Bonnie 
Rautiola, but there are many more who stop by when they can to 
volunteer time. The "word" is that a nicer, warmer place is 
needed, possibly somewhere at the town complex?

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LANDFILL CLOSURE COMMITTEE 


At its first meeting in August of 1998, the Landfill Closure 
Committee accepted this charge from the selectmen: to determine how 
best to comply with the New Hampshire Department of Environmental 
Service’s requirement that New Ipswich close its landfill by 
December 31, 2003; to ascertain that actions must be taken prior to 
closing; and to report recommendations to the selectmen by 
September 1, 1999. 


The committee spent much of the fall listening, asking questions, 
learning. Because we were concerned about the remaining capacity 
of our site, which we are not permitted to expand, we hired an 
engineer and learned that our trash covers 8.25 acres. He 
estimates that we have accumulated 10,500 cubic yards of solid 
waste each year for the past four years and believes that if we do 
not increase that volume (and take no more large buildings), we 
should be able to continue to use our landfill until April of 2003, 
the date closure construction must begin. Making it to that date 
is important because costs to haul our solid waste to one of the 
two lined landfills in the state (which are privately owned and 
operated) are currently $80 per compacted ton. It will be in our 
financial best interest to use our landfill as long as we can. 


The DES reports that "costs associated with closure construction 
have been found to range from $50,000 to $100,000 per acre. These 
costs do not include the engineering service fees for developing 
the closure plan or post-closure monitoring and maintenance costs 
during the thirty year monitoring period." New Ipswich’s 
groundwater testing history indicates that we will be allowed to 
use a clay cover that will consist of about 20,000 cubic yards of 
compacted soil rather than a more expensive geomembrane (plastic) 
cap. We have saved almost $200,000 in the Landfill Capital Reserve 
Fund, which was started in 1994. In the 1999 town warrant, we are 
recommending that landfill closure monies be consolidated and made 
expendable and that contributions to the Landfill Closure Capital 
Reserve Fund be increased to $50,000 a year. The committee will 
investigate additional means of funding the closure. 


The committee and the selectmen have submitted to the DES and the 


department has accepted the following timeline for our closure: 
Groundwater Management Permit Application, December of 1998, 
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Proposed preliminary engineering plan and report by December 2001, 
Final engineering plans, specifications, and contract documents by 
September/October of 2001, Closure system construction between 
April and December 31, 2003. 


Among the remaining issues the committee will deal with are 
interviewing and recommending engineers/firms to handle closure and 
cap construction, investigating closure funding sources, 
understanding post-closure waste disposal options, recommending 
what to do with septage, and deciding the future of recycling in 
our town. We are interested in your input.

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PLANNING BOARD 


Demographers predict an accelerating population growth for southern 
New Hampshire for the next several years. Furthermore, they expect 
that New Ipswich and Rindge will be targeted for the greatest 
growth. To support that view, this past year the Planning Board 
has experienced some increase in activity approving two 
subdivisions, two lot line adjustments, two site plans and holding 
twenty-one public hearings. Moreover, the Board has noted a 
substantial increase in the number of permits issued by the 
Building Permit Officer. 


The Board has prepared three warrant articles for the town to vote 
on at the meeting on March 9**. One of these articles amends our 
Floodplain Development Ordinance. A review of the ordinance 
suggested two minor errors which the amendment corrects. Another 
article amends the town’s Zoning Ordinance. The amendments will 
reduce our minimum setbacks from water bodies to correspond with 
state standards, allow for flexibility in locating driveways for 
back lots, and protect small streams by maintaining a 25 foot 
buffer. The final article proposes a building code for New Ipswich 
that references national codes for construction, plumbing, 
electrical, mechanical, and fire safety. A year ago the town voted 
to amend our zoning to regulate the establishment’ of 
telecommunications facilities. 


The Board accepted with reluctance the resignation of Ron Ilomaki, 
Liz Freeman was appointed to fill Ron’s vacancy, and Woody Meiszner 
was persuaded to join the Board as an alternate member. There are 
openings for other alternate members. Interested persons are 
invited to sit in on Board meetings that are held on the first and 
third Wednesdays of the month. Service on the Planning Board is an 
interesting experience and provides an opportunity to help the town 
plan and prepare for the future. George Lawrence continues to 
serve as the Selectmen’s representative to the Board; Joanne Meshna 
is secretary to the Board and serves as an alternate member. 
Meetings of the Planning Board are open to the public, and the 
Board welcomes and benefits from public support and public 
participation.

During 1998 the Zoning Board of Adjustment (ZBA) received 
applications for 7 special exceptions and 3 variances. As of the 
end of the year 6 special exceptions and 3 variances had been 
granted, and 1 special exception application is pending. 


The ZBA continues to meet on the first Thursday of each month. As 
has been our policy in the past, we do consider requests for 
additional meetings, and where appropriate schedule them in order 
to meet the needs of applicants. The cost of these additional, 
unbudgeted meetings must be paid for by the applicant. Contact 
Joanne Meshna at the Town Office during normal working hours to 
make appointments with the ZBA. 


We have five full time members of the board and one alternate. 
Anyone who is interested in serving as an alternate should contact 
either Joanne Meshna or the Selectmen for more information. 


It seems that our work load is beginning to increase. Due to the 
nature of our zoning ordinace the ZBA is often asked to balance the 
rights of the land owner to use their property in the manner that 
they would like with the rights of the neighborhood to have a quiet 
residential existence. These cases are not often easy and it is my 
hope that all those who are a part of the process understand the 
difficulty of the task and the unbiased integrity that each one of 
the ZBA members tries to bring to the job.

A warrant article is on the ballot for the March 9th 
meeting of the town to appropriate $2,500 for the cost of 
sub-dividing and surveying the land. We urge a positive vote on 
the warrant article so that we can take advantage of the Morrills' 
generous offer. 


Maintenance and care for our cemeteries is a charge that the 


trustees take seriously. No other facilities mean more to town 
residents, and no other facilities reflect as directly on the 
reputation of the town. We appreciate greatly the care and 


attention that Mikko Salokangas devotes to his duties as cemetery 
sexton. This past summer Adam Parmenter ably assisted him. During 
the past several years, Mikko has devoted time and effort to the 
development of the Balch Memorial extension to the Central 
Cemetery. With the cooperation of Tom Saari and the highway 
department, significant improvements have been made in and around 
the grounds of the Old Burial Ground on Porter Hill Road, and the 
road around the pond in the Central Cemetery will be repaired. 


Your trustees are planning to develop a long-range plan for the 
town's cemeteries. We invite the public to participate in the 


process.

Before joining the Recreation Committee, Bob Kincaid submitted a 
Warrant article to upgrade the upper baseball field. A great 
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amount of field and fence work were done under Bob’s watchful eye.

e The Commission continued to inventory streams to 
collect information about them. The information 
will be used to determine the health of the 
streams and to protect them.

e A web site was created to provide information to citizens, 
other Conservation Commissions and the general public. 


®e The Commission donated a book to the library titled "An 


Appalachian Tragedy". Each year, the Commission donates a 
conservation-oriented book to the library. 


° The “New Ipswich Conservation Lands” brochure is nearing 
completion. It will include a town map with the location and 
description of each parcel of land. 


© The Commission reviewed wetlands applications and assisted 


citizens in complying with wetlands laws. The purpose of the 
laws is to protect the town’s wetlands and its water quality. 
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The Commission hosted its 9th annual “Fall Foliage” hike in 
October. The purpose of these annual hikes is to inform the 
public about the value of conservation lands. 


Members of the Commission assisted the Planning Board in 
sponsoring a surface-water protection ordinance. 


The Commission maintained trails and bridges on the town’s 
conservation lands. These trails are available for the use and 
enjoyment of the town’s citizens. 


The Commission committed to helping the Monadnock 
Conservancy protect the Hampshire Country School 
property. Hikers, hunters and fishermen have used 
the 1,600-acres for decades. The property helps Rainbow 
give New Ipswich the quality of life we all enjoy. Trout 





The Commission monitored timber-harvesting operations to ensure 
wetland violations are not occurring and that Best Management 
Practices (BMPs) are being followed. Poor timber harvesting 
operations can have a negative impact on town streams and their 
aquatseoulitce: 


The Commission submitted an inventory of natural resources to 
the Southwest Regional Planning Commission. The inventory was 
for Senate Bill 493 that provides for a twenty million-dollar 
endowment fund to protect land. Under Senate Bill 493, the 
town’s selected resources would be eligible for protection. 


Commission members attended the annual meeting of the New 
Hampshire Association of Conservation Commissions (NHACC). The 
annual meeting educates new Commission members, informs 
Commissions about state laws affecting their activities and 
provides an exchange of information between Commissions. 


The Commission would like to give special thanks to volunteers 
Vicki Willis, Stephanie Hurley and Rebecca Waugh for their help 
in stream inventories and water quality monitoring.

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EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT 


Ice storms in January (15-16-17), left the town with outpower for 
24 hours, longer in some parts. The town had a tornado warning in 
August. While we can do nothing about the weather, there is 
something we can do to make it easier to get from today to 
tomorrow, and that is personal preparedness. The town’s Emergency 
Management office has information you can use to help you get 
prepared. 


Should you need to leave your home and move to the town’s shelter 
located at the Boynton Middle School you will need to bring the 
following: your bedding or sleeping bags for your family, baby food 
and diapers, any medication for your family, adults should bring an 
extra pair of glasses. For entertainment bring books and games 
(non-electrical). Keep important family papers in a water proof 
bag. No family pets are to be brought to the shelter; leave them 
at home with food and water. The only exception to this are those 
animals that are used by special needs or disabled persons; then 
bring their food with eating and water bowl. 


The Emergency Management office is seeking volunteers who can use 
American Sign Language (ASL) and persons willing to be trained by 
the American Red Cross in shelter management. Volunteers are 
needed for the Local Emergency Planning Committee (LEPC) which 
develops response procedures for a hazardous material incident. 
You are asked to call 878-4515 or 878-2772. 


A copy of the town’s Emergency Management Plan is located in the 
Emergency Management Office, Town Office and Library.

The Planning Commission, with a service area covering 35 
municipalities in Cheshire and Hillsborough Counties, is one of New 
Hampshire’s nine regional planning agencies established by RSA 36. 
We continue to provide planning-related assistance to member 
communities and to represent the Southwest Region in state and 
federal programs. Our diverse work program covers activities such 
as local planning assistance, regional information systems and 
mapping, transportation planning, community and economic 
development, and natural resources planning. We are funded through 
multiple sources including local dues contributed by member 
municipalities. For every dollar of local dues, the Commission’s 
operating budget includes nearly six additional dollars to assist 
in meeting the needs of the Region and its municipal members.
